ish standards. Most religious leaders 
spring out of such homes; for example, 
Moses, Samuel, Timothy. 
Stern prin- 


ciples of integrity were inculcated in 
him thus giving him strength of char- 
acter to impress the world. He was 
strongly attached to the peculiarities 
of the Jewish religion. 
The heroes 


which molded his life were such men 
as Joseph, Moses, David, Isaiah instead 
of Achilles, Hercules and Ulysses. 


I I I . 
His Education. (Acts,2:3). 


1—His Patriotism. He was brought 


up to love his nation. He proudly af- 
firmed, "I am a Jew." Paul was a 
nationalist of the true type. 
Children 


should be taught to love their nation. 


2—A Love for the Bible. The Scrip- 


tures were to him the very Word of 
God. 
What was found written therein 


was the final word for Him. Loss of 
love for the Bible and implicit faith 
therein is a tragedy. 


3—Zealous for God. (Acts 22:3). 


The word zealous literally means "to 
boil." Zeal without knowledge is bet- 
ter than no zeal at all. 


4—Conscientious. His supreme aim 


•was to possess a conscience void of 
offense. 
Conformity to the dictates of 


conscience is demanded. It is the law 
of life for every man thar because of 
the blight of sin the conscience needs 
to be taught by God's Word. 


5—He Had a Trade. Every Jewish 


boy, 
regardless of his father's wealth, 


was taught a trade. It was a saying 
among them that, "He who failed to 
teach his son a trade, taught him to 
steal." This would be a good plan in 
our modern days.

IV. His Conversion. (Acts 22 :6-lO). 
1—On the Way to Damascus, (v. 6). 


He was the enemy of Christ and was 
on his way to Damascus authorized to 
bring bound such Christians as might 
be found to Jerusalem to be punished.

and conscience began

work.

His Transcendent Aim. (PhiL 


3:10-14). 


1—His aim was to know the power 


of Christ's resurrection, even that he 
might be made conformable to His 
death and have fellowship in His suf- 
ferings. 


2—He desired to attain unto the 


resurrection of the dead. This refers 
to the first resurrection in which the 
believers shall come forth from among 
the wicked dead.

PAPYRUS BOOKS WERE ROLLS 


Modern Term 
"Volume" Has Been 


Found to Have Had Its Origin in 


These Cylindrical Works. 


In forming papyrus into books It 


was customary among the ancients to 
use a long sheet or web of it, and roll 
It upon a stick, as is the custom in re- 
spect to maps at the present day, says 
the Detroit News. The writing was in 
columns, each of wihch formed a sort 
of, page, the reader holding the ends of 
the roll in his two hands and read'ing at 
the part which was open" between 
them. As he advanced he continually 
unrolled on one side and rolled up oa 
the other. 


The term "volume," used in respect 


to modern books, hod its origin in this 
ancient practice of writing upon long 
rolls. The long sheet was rolled upon 
a wooden billet, which gave the volume 
a certain firmness and solidity, and af- 
forded it great protection. • 


The ends of the roller projected be- 


yond the edges of the sheet and were 
terminated in knobs or bosses, which 
guarded in some measure the edges of 
the papyrus or rolls of parchment, 
which were often made In the same 
manner. 
The whole volume was also 


inclosed in a parchment case, on the 
outside of which the title of the work 
was conspicuously recorded.

New Jer-sey 
leads the country with 31 ; Xew York 
state is second with 17, California is- 
third with 14, and Illinois is fourth 
with 10.

Take a cup- 
ful of the juice, add two cupfuls of 
sugar and boil for five minutes.

freeze. Adding a cupful of cream when 
half frozen 
will improve it. 
Or a 


cupful of mashed fruit will make a 
delicious frozen dish. 


Maple Mousse.—Take one pint of 


whipping cream, bent until thick, then 
add one and one-half cupfuls of maple 
sirup and an eighth of a teaspoonful 
of salt. 
Pack in a mold in equal 


parts of ice and salt and let stand 
throe hours. 


Sweet Pickles.—A rule which Is old 


and tried may be used for all sort? 
of sweet pirkles. To eight pounds of 
the fruit use four pounds of sugar, 
one quart of vinegar and one cupful 
of whole spices, ?tick cinnamon, cas- 
sia buds, allspice and cloves—less of 
the latter. Tie in spice bags and boil 
in tho sugar nnd vinegar, skim well 
drop in tho fruit and when scalded 
and tender put into stono jars; boil 
the sirup for five or ten minntcs thon 
pour boiling hot over t!u> fruit.

sirup is poured off, sviilded and poured 
over tin

•*• word "Sybarite" is a per- 
son who is devoted to luxury 
and pleasure, who makes a 
fetish of them and who thinks 
far more of his comfort than 
he does of the larger things of 
life.

city of 
Sybaris, 
situated in 


southern Italy, near the west 
shore of the Gulf of Taranto.

neighboring 


nations and being capable of 
placing an army oi some 300,- 
000 men in the field. In time, 
however, the Sjbarites, or in-

of Sybaris, 
became 


proud and domineering, noted 
for their effeminacy and self- 
indulgence. It is reported that 
no trade which entailed the mak- 
ing of a noise was permitted to 
be carried on in the city, and

How Good Floor Wax 


May Be Made at Home 


A good floor wax is made as fol- 


lows: 
One 
pint 
turpentine, 
four 


ounces aqua ammonia, one pint water. 
The beeswax 
and 
turpentine 
are 


placed in a vessel which is set In hot 
water until .the beeswax Is dissolved. 
Of course, they should not be placed 
near a fire, as turpentine is inflam- 
mable. As the beeswax dissolves the 
mixture should be stirred vigorously. 
Then the ammonia and water should 
be add£d gradually and stirring should 
be continued until a creamy mixture 
Is obtained. The wax is best applied 
to .the floor by being placed in a 
double cheesecloth bag. In 20 minutes 
the floor should be polished, prefer- 
ably with a weighted floor brush.
